Many of 
thcea dmgB am medicinal ojid enn onakt'^bitca, 
which arc bo daogsroQB to Imt othein oro 
dslotorioae asd quickly doebey life. Among 
these may be rookonod tho poison of a pavti* 
color of serpent, ono vrbieh to a^qwai'aiico 
is about n opao long. Its ooloor ia |mrpUi cf 
the deepest dyn, but not on tho hood, wliioU . 
so forfrombeing purple, isottnordinarjly wldto, 
whiter OTon than snow or than mlUc. It ia 
found in those ports of India which oro most 
scerohed by tho son. It luis no teeth, end does 
not at all inolino te bite, end bonco one would 
think it to bo of a tame and gentle notnro, but 
neTortholoso, wbororor it coats Its vomi^ bo it 
upon the limb of a mon or of a boast, nothing 
can prcTont the whole of that Umb from mortu 
fying.

The 
black poison, agait^ wluoli has oozod fx^m bho 
soaka when dead, optuulea but slowly, for if ono 
swftllowB the same bnlk of it as of the other, it 
corrairta his blood and ho falls into a consnmjy 
tioB, of whiuli he dies in a yoaVs tuuo. hfany, 
howovor, earrive for two yssrs, dying iuoli 
by inoh.
